We see by our Canadian exchanges 
that the. most lively interest is being 
taken, in reference to the subject of immi 

tion to the various Provinces of the 

ion, British Columbia excepted. 
All have their agents in the various cen 
tres of population, and the work which 
they are performing cannot be other than 
of the greatest. advantage to the various 
Provinces thus represented. We have 
recently beev favored with a verbal ac- 
count.of how the several States ia the 
American Union deal with immigration 
matters, and the results which have fol- 
lowed from the policy they have adop'ed. 
We were told with what rapidity the 
Western States are being filled up; how, 
as if by magical jufluence, the wilderness 
was being made to bad and blossom like 
the rose; how sites of villages, towne, 
and cities are being laid and built apon 
with a.rapidity equalled only in the bis- 
tory of the Arabian Knights; and the 
speaker, upon the occasion referred to, 
not only dealt some hard hits at British 
Columbians for their waut of energy and 
entetprise touching thia all-absorbing 
subject, but voluutecred some wholesome 
advice, which it would be well to bear 
in miud and tarn to good account. Our 
latest files of Euglisn «xchanges contain 
re from various quarters of Great 
Britain wherein the advantages presented 
by Canada as a home for working men 
are being kept promivently before the 
peo of the old country. Oue of the 
exehanges referred to devotes considera- 
bie space to a lecture delivered in the 
Town Hall, Newport, by Mr. Thomas 
Connolly, of Lovdoa, a stone mason, on 
“Work and Wages in Canada,” and 
the’ remarks of the lecturer are ssid to 
have been very favorably-received. Mr. 
Connolly, commenting On the vast exteut 
of the British possess‘ons in North Ame- 
rica,.iuformed his bearers that there was 
as mach good laud open to them as would 
maintein.a population of 150,000,000 in 
comfort ‘and bappivess, and give them 
plenty. of room. In going to Canada they 
were not absandondiog the clerished 
institutions of old England, for On'ario, 
in purticalar, bad been mainly peoplcd by 
emigrauts from the British Isles, 
who, with their native energy, bud 
wrought out the rapid progress of the 
country. And the farther these peuple 
were removed from the mother country, 
the more intense did their love for it be 
come. The very best men of Ontario, 
he said, were once Paisley weavers whe 
had been sent out to Canada by sub- 
scription and Government assistance, tu 
save trapsporting them because they hed 
ventared to speak of reform.in England. 
There was plenty of evideuce that men 
who had the pluck to come out to the 
Dominion tv seck nomes for themselves, 
were not likely to be disappointed. 
Everywhere, farms wholly or partially 
cleared, might be acquired by men with 
small capital on easy terms; and as wo 
agricultoral laborers, a boodred thousand 
could be absorbed ennually without de- 
ranging the labor market. The facility 
with which laborers and mechan ‘cs might 
sequire a plot of ground of their own, 
even “in towns avd cities, was po nted 
out, The speaker also called atteution 
to the excelent system of education, wise 
aud ecopomical government, security for 
life and property, and the attachmem of 
the le to the institutions of the 
mother country. Another lecturer in 
the field is Mr. Thomas Potts,. special 
commissioner from Uanuda, whose leci ure 
upon *Canuda, the Beat Home for In- 
tending Emigrants,” we find reported in 
the Rochdule Times. It was the aim of 
Mr, Potts to show his bearers why they 
should turn their thoughts to Canids 
rather than to the United States. Io 
the former they would find taxation 
mach lighter, the climate more healthful, 
aod living much cheaper; there were 


cities to be erected, and villages to be 


built; and there were wanted to do this 
men who would be the Jeaders in the en- 

Those who joined in it migh: 
do so with great benefit to themselves, 
for po country could equal Canada i: 
prodacing men who had risen from the 
lowest to the highest ranks.. There was 
conatry for all, and with this very great 
advautage to Englishmen, that they 


remain uuder the old flag, and re- | 7 


tain their nationality. This was not.so 
. with the United States, for if English- 
men went there they were lost to their 
miother country, their surplus money 
going to build up a foreign power, 
maintained that the atilization of the land 
was far from being so difficult as it was 
represeuted to be; and in coucluding his 
lecture, he again pointed out his object— 
to endeavor to turn the tide of emigration 
from to Oanada, and assored 
his bearers that if any of them wonld 
take ‘a farm in Canada, he would be 
im perfect ‘independence in a few 
years, and, would be able to 
- - & eeaniden at of. his life, 
4 ect, still under the fl 

of old England. The efforts which Fes 
thus made to render the people of 
Great Britain more famiiiar with Canada 
must, we believe, be speedily attended 
with the best results Bat in these 
ofiete Britieb Columbia is in no way 
into accoant.

Evtror Sranparp:—The new Board of 
Education has granted seven certificates to 
teachers without examination. Now this 
mode of proceeding may be legal, but in the 
opinion of the writer, it is neither 
fair nor wise. The Education Board 
is of the finest sense of bonor, I 
bave no doubt; but that some teachers 
should have to be examined, and others 
allowed to teach without that irksome trial, 
is a feature not very table to the ies 
examined. All should be served alike. If 
the teachers who held certificates are so well 
qualified, why are they afraid, or at least un- 
willing to staad an examination? The Board 
may mean well; but an examined teacher 
believes it a hardship, that distinction should 
be made, It 18 even undisguised by some of 
those favored parties, that they would not be 
examined by the B.C. Board of Education ; 
it would seem beneath their dignity to submit 
te a colonial examination, yet they can earn 
money ander the same law. If ever there 
is to be a just and satisfactory course of 
action in this matter, a2 must be examined 
withoet distiction of any kind. Teachers 
who have go here‘prior to the existence of 
the present , were obliged to und 
an examination, and why favor others who 
come ffom abroad or even those at home. 
The writer does not understand how it is 
that Third Class certificates have been isseed, 
and higher grade asd certificates will be 
issued on the papers, in the course of time. 
Does the Board know its business no better 
than that? Must it be in labor some months 
before it can bring forth a Second First 
Grade Certificate? Itis useless to complain 
that the law does not specify the particulars 
of teachers’ examination, bat it would be 
satisfactory to the public to know the plan in 
which teachers are examined. Let all be 
examined, in the same papers, sod.at an 
appointed time. If this 18 not done this year,
